The opening of Second avenue is to 
proceed. The city council so ordered 
last night, and Upland again goes 
forward to greater things. 

Last night was the appointed time 
for the final hearing on the question 
of opening Second avenue, and the 
city hall was well filled with a repre- 
sentation of those interested for and 
against the proposition. 

City Clerk Frank Nichols stated 
that he had 9446 feet of bona fide 
frontage represented, 2014 was ques- 
tionable, and that people representing 
1479 feet wished to have their names 
taken off the protest, having signed 
under a misunderstanding of facts. 
This -made a 30 per cent protest. 

Mr. Strong of Los Angeles stated 
that he objected to the present idea, 
that in ‘his opinion the time was not 
ready, and that when it seemed an 
opportune time he would open the 
street at his own expense. Until that 
time he would do all in his power to 
hold his property and prevent the 
opening. 

Supervisor Grier .spoke for those in 
favor of the idea. He said that large 
holdings would never improve Up- 
land; that the facts in the case were 
so etrong they carried their. own 
weight; that Mr. Strong had no in- 
terest in Upland, and the 70 per cent 
of the owners of the assessable dis- 
trict being in ‘hearty accord with the 
opening of the street, it seemed to 
be sufficient argument. 

The discussion that followed 
proved rather of a warm nature, but 
the final upshot was the reading of 
a resolution by the city clerk over- 
ruling the protest, which was signed 
by all members of the city council.

There were 
many sportsmen who favored bass 
fishing. The Fish and Game Com- 
mission, however, absolutely refused 
to listen to the suggestion, declaring 
that bass would kill the trout in 
Bear Lake and that in addition to 
this the streams of the San Bernar- 
dino mountains and other parts of 
the state would suffer because there 
would be no trout eggs to hatch at 
the Bear Valley hatchery. 

May Offer Reward 

A reward may be offered by the 
state for information leading to the 
identity of the person who put the’ 
bass into the lake.

Malon’e View 

After the fact of the discovery of 
bass had become known Game War- 
den Malone admitted that a fisher- 
man a week ago informed him he 
had caught a bass. Mr. Malone did 
not see the bass. He notified the 
commission. 

“I believe, however, that there is a 
mistake,” said Mr. Malone. “It may 
be the strange fish are perch. The 
man who informed me said he saw 
12 or 15 bass in the lake. The one 
he caught, however, he said was a 
small- “mouthed. bass. There afte no 
small-mouthed bass in Southern Cali- 
fornia, however. The fisherman could 
have been mistaken. The fish may 
be perch, taken to the lake by some 
fisherman who thought they were 
minnows.” 

One Foot Long 

Information yesterday from Bear 
Valley, however, was that four or five 
bass had been caught and that one of 
them was about 12 inches long. This 
would explode the perch theory. 

According to the Fish and Game 
Commission experts, if a fight on the 
bass is not made, within five years’ 
time Bear Lake would become a bass 
lake instead of a trout lake.

No Immediate Danger 

The bass can make no successful 
fight on the trout now in Bear Lake, 
but would eat up the little trout 
put into the lake this summer.

One plan of the Fish and Game 
Commission representatives was to 
dynamite the cove where the first 
bass was caught, in an effort to ex- 
terminate the bass. A large number 
of trout, however, would have been 
killed by the blast, and the sugges- 
tion was decHned by the commis- 

sion’s experts. 


Seines will be prepared and 
new generation of bass caught.

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SOME STATE, THIS 
ALIFORNIA really is some little 
State, and even we admit it. And 
it isn’t all climate, either. It 

ranks second in the United States for 
production of agricultural products 
and fruit. Only one State, Texas— 
with its 60 per cent additional area— 
exceeded it last year, according to 
the California Development Board. 
California soil last year produced a 
dollars and cents value of $493,026,- 
000. 

There are 12:soil crops in Califor- 
nia which yield more than $10,000,000 
a year. Fruits brought back to the 
State $236,955,000, or $94 a ton for 
the 2,530,000 tons raised in 1920. 
Citrus fruits. are a tremendous fac- 
tor in this production, both as to ton- 
nage and in bringing the average 
price to the figures here quoted. 

It is generally thought that Califor- 
nia is a fine fruit-growing State, and 
in that opinion we also concur, but 
it has, in addition its attraction for 
the tourist and new homeseeker, a re- 
markable production of general farm 
products. This is borne out by the 
statement that while California was 
second in production of fruits, it was 
only fourth of all States in the Union 
in value of general farm products. 

Is it to be wondered that we all be- 
come boastful of the State in which 
we live and have our basing?

GOVERNMENT BUSINESS 
USINESS as conducted by the gov- 
ernment would be ruinous to any 
private corporation. The govern- 
ment, by reason of its vast resources, 
remains a going concern, while em- 
ploying methods that would send an 
individual or a firm headlong to bank- 
ruptcy. There is a loud demand for 
checking waste, and lopping off ex- 
cess expenditure. Apparently it is a 
reasonable demand, and a_ start 
toward satisfying it might be made 
by reorganization of departments. 
There is an overlapping of. author- 
ity that causes useless expense and 
delay. It may be cited, as stated by 
a recent lecturer, that ships get or- 
ders from four different departments. 
They anchor at the command of the 
army, sail at the command of the 
navy, and if they sink, come within 
jurisdiction of the treasury. The De- 
partment of Commerce ‘Tooks after 
their boilers. The crews are signed 


under one department, dismissed un- 
der another and honorably discharged 
under a third. 


Forty different agencies deal with 
educational matters, 25 attend to 
mapping the United States, 39 have 
some authority as to roads and sur- 
veys. Foreign trade gets along as 
best it may with the handicap of 
being bossed from 15 official sources. 

These are conditions that no man- 
ager of a commercial enterprise could 
tolerate. There is no reason why 
they should be tolerated by the pub- 
lic, for the government is in one 
sense a commercial enterprise, and 
the public pays the bills.

COST OF SCHOOL FAILURES 
CHOOL officials in a certain city 
of 800,000 population report that 
pupils who fail in their grades 

cost that city more than $1,000,000 

a year: That is the cost,. they ex- 

plain, of giving them the same work 

over again the next year. 

What is true for that city is prob- 
ably true for others. Take a given 
population and allow $1.25 or $1.59 
for each man, woman and child, and 
you will save somewhore near the 
annual cost of school “failures.” 

That, however, is only the first 
eost, and the least. The city has 
lost the price of a year’s instruction 
of the pupils who did not pass—a 
year’s salaries for their teachers and 
a year’s interest and depreciation on 
the “plant” and its equipment. But 
if you carry those children on a few 
years, you find that the city has also 
lost a year’s work, a year’s services 
in the community life, from as many 
as have been delayed in leaving 
school and entering productive pur- 
suits.

IS DOBBIN COMING BACK? 

HE general opinion has been that 
TT ion are fewer horses in the 

U. S. now than formerly, but the 
reverse is true—there has been an in- 
crease in the number of horses in the 
United States, as shown by the last 
census. 

And now comes another statement 
that may likewise prove a surprise, 
and that possibly may not be true 
everywhere and under all conditions. 





It has been given out that one item 
of the high cost of living is the 
higher cost of delivery by means 0* 
auto trucks. A mammoth trucking 
corporation in New York City makes 
this statemént: “Our experience jus- 
tifies. us in figuring the cost of a 
truck as onet-hird more than the 
corresponding cost for a horse-drawn 
vehicle.’ That corporation operates 
300 trucks and 3200 horses. And 
there are many other similar state- 
ments from practical business con- 
cerns who have arrived at the same 
result in their business experience. 
The high cost of gasoline may have 
something to do with this, of course, 
but horse feed has also been high. 

However, it must be conceded that 
the horse has not been entirely elim- 
inated from, the work of the world, 
and that in the future it ig not im 
possible that he will “come back” 
strong. Agriculturists are more and 
more coming to the conclusion that it 
is almost a necessity, owing to the 
scarcity and high price of fertilizers, 
that they keep some etock—either 
cows or horses—for the sake of the 
fertilizer. With the more intensive 
cultivation now practiced and the 
general conclusion that you must 
feed your soil to get good results, fer- 
tilizer is a necessity and just as 
much needed as water and tillage. 
Hence we can not as yet regard 
the horse as a back number, but will 
find him of great use for years to 
come.

The average density of population 
of the earth is 28.5 per square mile, 
while Australia is most sparsely set- 
tled—2.45 people per square mile.

The greatest uncertainty exists as 
to the population of Persia, Abys- 
sinia and the Congo, estimates differ- 
ing from 4,000,000 to 9,000,000, 8,000,- 
000 ‘to 12,000,000 and from 15,000,000 
to 20,000,000, respectively, so that the 
total difference between lowest and 
highest estimates is 14,000,000. That 
difference is insignificant compared 
with a total population of nearly

GIANT MACHINE TO 
TEST STRENGTH OF 
BUILDING TIMBER 
A gigantic machine, with jaws 
which open to take in timber of as- 
sembled wood structures 30 feet in 
height and which can crush them 
like egg shells when the jaws close 
together again, has recently been 
erected at the forest products labor- 
atory of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Madison, Wis. 
This machine is to be used for test- 
ing very large wooden columns. It 
is possible to exert a force of 1,000,- 
000 pounds with it, and it is built to 
crush a wooden post a foot square. 
Its great range of testing speeds en- 
ables it to apply its tremendous load 
with the fatiguing slowness of a 
building settling on its foundation 
timbers or with the speed of a train 
dashing onto a wooden bridge.

PREPARING TURF FOR FUEL 


New Method, Sald to Have Originated 
in Russia, May Result In Retiev- 
ing Shortage. 

A new method of drying turf to re- 
Neve the serious fuel shortage tn Fin- 
land has been put tn operation {in vart- 
ous Scandinavian countries. The new 
method was invented by engineers 
working under orders from the Rus- 
slan soviet government, to find a more 
labor-saving method of preparing turf 
as fuel for the great central power sta- 
tion near Moscow, the process being 
made known in Finland through an es- 
caping engineer. The fundamental 
principle of the process is quite sim- 
ple. The raw turf in the swamp, by a 
powerful Jet of water under a pressure 
of 20 atmospheres, is freed from all 
old roots and changed to thin mud. 
This is pumped out on a drying field 
and spread in layers. When sufficlent- 
ly dry it is cut into bricks of uniform 
size by means of a tractor. The turf 
pump fs constructed like an ordinary 
water turbine, is reversible with ald of 
electric motor, is equipped with a cut- 
ting apparatus which completes the 
work of the water jet, and can be 
raised or lowered as the surface of the 
mud varies, J’he entire equipment is 
inounted On a car Which can be pushed 
forward or backward on rails along the 
Une of work.—Sclentific American.

Boru in 1014—Normans Became

About 800 A. D., the pagan hosts 
of the Northmen and Danes fell on 
Ireland with fierce destruction. After 
a century of destruction; Irish kings 
led their people in a successton of 
wars, for the deliverance of their 
country, and Brian Borama, or Brian 
Boru (926-1014), king of Munster, by 
his great victory in the battle of Clon- 
tarf, on April 238, 1014, finally broke the 
power of the Danes in Ireland. In 
1171 Ireland was invaded by the Nor- 
mans from England, in the time of 
Henry II, and {ts conquest began. “In 
Ireland,” to quote the words of Prof. 
Edward A. Freeman (1823-1892) “the 
Norman was more purely a conqueror 
than anywhere else, but in Ireland his 
power of adaptation caused him to 
sink in a way in which he sank no- 
where else. While some of the Nor- 
man settlers in Ireland went to swell 
the mass of the English of the Pale, 
others threw in their lot with the 
native Irish, and became, in the well- 
kuown saying, “more Irish than the 
Irish themselves.”—Detroit News.

The pulp of the oranges 
is scooped out and put into great 
troughs, then barreled and shipped 
raw to the various manufacturing 
concerns for orange syrups. The 
skins are soaked in sea water and 
dried in the blazing Sicilian sun and 
from these is made the delicious 
marmalades and liquors. No manu- 
facturing of marmalade is done in 
Sicily because of the lack of coal and 
manufacturing facilities.
